For  early  flowering,  seeds  should  be  started 
m  a  sunny  window,  hotbed  or  cold  frame  in  April 
and  transferred  to  their  place  in  the  garden  as  soon 
as  danger  of  frost  has  gone  by.  For  August  (mid¬ 
season)  and  September  (late)  sow  seeds  outside  in 
finely  prepared  ground  in  May,  thinning  out  to  1 
foot  in  the  rows  and  2  feet  between. 

American  Branching  Wilt  Resistant 

The  so-called  wilt  disease  of  Asters  is  caused  by 
a  specific  parasitic  fungus,  which  may  attack  the 
plant  at  any  stage  in  its  growth  from  the  seedling 
to  the  seed-producing  age.  The  spores  of  the  fungus 
may  be  carried  on  Aster  seed  and  on  inert  matter 
with  the  seed,  on  the  implements  used  in  prepar¬ 
ing  the  soil,  and  in  the  soil  itself. 

We  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
these  Asters  should  be  sold  as  wilt  resistant,  and 
not  as  disease  resistant.  So  far  there  is  no  known 
method  of  combating  the  Yellows  disease,  except

When  cov¬ 
er  packs  over  plants  and  the  sun  shines  on  it, 
they  make  a  soft  growth,  then  comes  a  cold 
spell  and  they  die.  Pick  up  the  cover  with 
a  fork  and  shake  it  loose  and  replace  it.  This 
allows  air  to  circulate  and  your  plants  will 
keep  nicely. 

- That  grass  seed  may  be  planted  now. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  wait  for  a  snow.  Sow 
seed  on  a  day  when  the  wind  is  not  blowing 
ard  cover  slightly.  Peat  Moss  makes  a  good 
cover  for  grass  seed.  Use  HAVALAWN  MIX¬ 
TURE;  one  pound  covers  three  hundred  square 
feet. 

— - Fertilizer  may  be  used  at  the  same  time 

you  sow  your  seed.  Get  this  work  done  at  once 
and  when  growing  weather  comes  your  lawn 
will  be  ready  to  go.  Late  spring  sown  grass 
seed  seldom  makes  a  good  lawn. 
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- That  beds  where  you  have  had  diseased 

plants  should  be  sprayed  with  Lime-Sulphur 
before  growth  begins. 

- That  heavy  soils  will  be  greatly  im¬ 
proved  by  the  use  of  Peat  Moss.  One  bale  of 
Peat  Moss  will  cover  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  square  feet,  one  inch  deep.  We  also  have 
an  extra  fine  grade  of  Peat  Moss  called  Sor- 
bex.  It  is  used  in  mixing  soil  for  potted  plants, 
or  in  hot  beds  and  cold  frames. 

- Those  who  grow  their  own  vegetables 

should  be  getting  them  started - Cabbage, 

Kohl  Rabi,  Cauliflower,  Beets  (to  transplant), 
Lettuce,  etc.  Also  many  flower  seeds  may  be 
started  in  February. 

- To  plant  outdoors - Poppies,  Larkspur, 

Hibiscus,  Perennial  Peas,  bedding  Petunias. 

In  your  vegetable  garden - Spinach  may  be 

planted  and  in  late  February,  Beets,  Lettuce, 
Radishes,  Kale,  Mustard.  These  seeds  are 
hardy  and  will  germinate  at  the  first  peep  of 
spring. 

- » - That  if  you  have  any  trees  or  shrubs  to 

move,  now  is  a  good  time  to  do  it.  After 

replanting  mulch  heavy  around  the  roots. 

- Try  some  Eschscholtzia  Ramona  (Cali¬ 
fornia  Poppy).  It  is  the  newest  type.  Growth 
is  more  compact,  the  flowers  are  beautifully 
frilled  and  incurved.  Plant  seed  early. 

- That  Iceland  Poppies  are  easily  grown. 

Sow  seed  in  late  February,  and  they  will  bloom 

in  June.  ElMonte - a  new  hybrid  of  deep 

tangerine-orange  on  long,  wiry  stems.  Mixed 
Hybrids  come  in  soft  yellow,  salmon,  rose, 
pink  and  white.  These  Poppies  do  well  here 
and  are  worth  a  try. 

- To  look  over  our  stock  of  roses  before 

you  order  something  you  don’t  see.  We 
handle  only  number  one  rose  plants  and  we 
are  properly  equipped  to  handle  and  care  for 
roses  after  they  have  been  dug.  They  are 
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not  put  on  the  counter  and  left  to  dry.  They 
are  kept  in  our  storage  basement  and  when 
you  get  them  even  a  little  late,  they  are  still 
in  good  condition.  This  means  a  lot  to  the 
plant  and  more  to  the  purchaser. 

- That  for  that  troublesome  terrace 

where  the  seed  washes  off  before  it  germinates, 
we  have  a  cover  called  Visinet.  It  is  placed 
over  the  terrace,  stretched  tight  and  fastened 
with  pegs.  The  young  grass  grows  through 
Visinet  and  you  need  not  remove  it.  Visinet 
may  be  used  as  a  shade  for  seed  beds;  it  cuts 
out  about  one  fourth  of  the  sun. 

- To  get  after  chickweed.  The  plants 

lie  flat  on  the  ground  and  are  light  green.  In 
fact,  chickweed  is  in  bloom  now  and  the  seed 
will  ripen  in  April  and  May.  A  plant 
destroyed  now  will  mean  that  hundreds  of 
seeds  will  not  develop  and  be  scattered  about 
your  lawn  and  garden.  Where  there  are  only 
a  few  plants,  they  may  be  picked  out.  Where 
there  are  large  patches  of  chickweed,  use  Iron 
Sulphate  mixed  with  water  and  spray  on  the 
plants.  It  will  not  harm  the  grass. 

- To  try  some  Matthiola  Bicornis  (Even¬ 
ing  Scented  Stock);  this  pretty  little  annual, 
growing  about  one  foot  high,  is  a  very  de¬ 
sirable  border  plant,  delightfully  fragrant, 
colored  deep  lilac.  Sow  seed  late  in  February. 
The  plants  bloom  over  a  long  period  and  they 
are  fine  for  cutting. 

- To  check  on  your  garden  tools.  Clean 

and  sharpen  hoes,  spades,  lawn  mowers  and 
put  new  washers  in  your  sprayer.  If  you  are 
in  need  of  any  new  tools,  come  and  see  us. 

- That  Hunnemannia  Fumariaef  olia  or 

(Santa  Barbara  Poppy)  to  be  grown  in  our 
climate,  must  be  planted  early  to  permit  the 
plants  to  make  their  growth  before  hot,  dry 
weather.  The  plants  grow  about  IV2  feet  high 
and  form  a  shrubby  bush.  The  flowers  are 
produced  freely  throughout  most  of  the  season.. 
Color,  golden  yellow.  Makes  good  cut  flowers. 
Plants  are  free  from  disease  or  insects. 
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- That  the  dog  show  will  be  held  at  the 

Arena,  in  the  “A"  or  east  building,  on  March 
27,  28,  and  29.  Better  begin  to  work  on 
your  dog’s  coat.  Come  in  for  entry  blanks 
and  if  you  need  any  help  in  entering  your 
dog,  we  will  gladly  assist  you. 

- That  we  handle  a  complete  line  of 

leads,  brushes,  combs,  scissors,  bench  chains, 
collars,  etc.,  that  you  will  need  in  getting 
your  dog  ready  for  the  show.
